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MILK PRODUCERS’ UNION. 


THE HONEST. FARMERS WILL con- 
BINE TO KILL THE DEALERS. 


A Trust Company with $100,000 Capital 
Stock Is Proposed in Order to Regulate 
the Sale and Price of Milk—The Pian 
Favorably Received at Yesterday's Meet- 
ing of Shippers—Milk Dealers Waxing 
Rich and Insolent at the Farmers and 
Public’s Expense. 

A special meeting of the Milk Shippers’ 
Central Union was held yestérday at the 
Sherman House to hear the report of a com- 
mittee appointed last April to discover some 
method by which the union could get a fair 
price for ite product. The association is com-

The 

Chicago market uses something hike 10,000 

cans of mik per day. Of these, 7,000 are 

supplied by members of the Milk-Shippers’ 

Central Union. The organization has ex- 

isted for several years, its main object being 

to establish a uniform rate which Chicago 
dealers would have to pay for milk. The 
association has not been very successful 
in its efforts for several reasons. 

The main one is that lately the supply of the 

lacteal fluid has far exceeded the demand. 

Dealers purchased their milk at the prin- 

cipal stations, and when they had enough 

the little fellows were left out in the cold. 

Of course they couidn’t stand that, so they 

undersold their fellow-members of the asso- 

ciation. Another reason why they didn’t 
succeed was that some farmers wanted to 
obtain more custom and sold lower to obtain 

it. This got so that the union appointed a 

committee to see what could be done towards 

contro the output of milk, thus con- 
trolling price of the fluid to the 
dealer. It was the report of this commit- 
tee that was received. It was very 
lengthy and contained a mass of statistics 
showing the great loss to the ucers by 
the old system, and recommending the 
remedy. In brief, the committee suggested 
that a company be incorporated with a capital 
of $100,000, divided into 10,000 shares of $10 
each, each stockholder to be the producer of 
at least one can of milk per day. The Presi- 
dent and Board of Directors are to have en- 
tire control of the business, and it shall be 
their duty to fix upona fair and remunerative

tion. It the Mayor is of the opinion,“ said 
Mr. Jesse Cox, who has been retained to test 
the value of the ordinances in the courts, 
“that tinkering with gambling and prostitu- 
tion—questions upon which some very good 
peopie hold widely diverging views—is of 
more importance than enforcing laws which 
will save the lives of hundreds of innocent 
people, then I must beg leave to differ with 
him. Here is the position: There is an ordi- 
nance which was passed by the Council which 
clearly states that passenger-trains shall 
not run at a speed exceeding ten miles 
an hour. Mayor Roche says this is not a 
good law, and virtually refuses to enforce it. 
We prefer to let a duly elected or authorized 
Judge pass upon the merits or demerits of 
the ordinance. There isan old saying, and 
one that has always been proved true, that 
the best way to annula bad iaw is to en- 
force it. It may be that the ten-mile-an- 
hour ordinance is a bad one, but how about 
the one requiring that flagmen shall be sta- 
tioned at all crossings? In no other large 
city is this ordinance a dead letter. If the 
railroads insist upon running at from twenty 
to thirty miles an hour there is ail the more 


need for flagmen. There can be no excuse 
offered for the non-enforcement of this ordi- 
nance, It would cost the companies about 
$400,000 for the salaries of the extra flag- 
men necessary to man the ern day 
and night, but the expenditure of this 
money would not inconvenience the citizens 
of the city or suburbs in the least. Out in

nearly a page of that paper—one of the worst 
of the “ghoulish press” in its criticisms of 
himself and his policy. But the big Indian 
„me * talk is far more remarkable for what 
it omits than for what it says. From the 
tone of the interview it isapparent that the 
President’s characterization of ghoulishness 
is limited to Republican newspapers and that 
the “carping attacks” have been confined 
“to the small and local circulations of these 
journals.” As the World is not a Republican 
paper, and as it has a large circulation, it ap- 
parently is not ghoulish in the President's 
estimation, and therefore he unbosoms him- 
seif freely to Mr. Joseph Pulitzer, particular- 
ly in the matter of civil-service reform, 
though he emphatically declines Mr. Pulitzer’s 
offer of assistance to bring the reform about 
by informing him that the man who holds 
“the reins is the one whom those interested 
% in a safe termination of the journey must 
“ of necessity trust.“ He then explains the 
great things he has accomplished. At first 
the officeseekers, he says, preferred no 
charges against the Republican incumbents. 
“There was always the same formula: ‘I have 
Mr. President, to ask that —— be re- 


moved.’ The reason?’ I would say. Why, he is 
a Republican,’ would be the uniform answer 

At the end of a year and a half Cleveland 
had forced them to allege unfitness and un- 
faithfulness before he would decapitate the 
Republicans in office.

We observe no reference to the 
fine work in manipulating primaries and gor- 
rupting electors done in Baltimore dy his 
man Higgins of the Treasury Department and 
Thomas and Rasin under the leadership of 
Gorman. Heis dumb as an oyster about 
the Massachusetts smeliing committee, 
which is now ferreting out and forcing 
out ali Republicans left in office by 
the regulations of the civil service. Heeven 
fails to mention that he himself is now lay- 
ing out the details of his own second-term 
boom, and that the officeholders in the locaii- 
ties he is about to visit are busy in laying the 
wires and setting up the pins so as best to 
advance the purpose which underlies his pro- 
posed swing around the partisan circle. Itis 
an insult to the intelligence of the President 
to affirm that he does not know of the surren- 
der of the civil service to partisan debauch- 
ery.

GEORGE'S UNIVERSAL TENANT SYSTEM. 

The curious dislocation of ideas brought 
about by contemplauon of the fool’s para- 
dise pictured by Henry George is shown in 
the following excerpt from a recent commu- 
nication to Tas Traisuxe from Monmouth, 
III.: 


You seem to forget that when the s lative 
or selling valve of land is destroyed, when it 
can no longer be an object for individuals to run 
up the price of land, and when an abundance of 
land now held wholly or partially for speculation 
18 —2 the value of land will 
nominal. 


Under the George system land is to be 
taxed at its full rental value and the levy is 
to go to the State instead of to a private land- 
lord, as it does now in the case of leased 
property. If any of George's followers de- 
sire land on these terms they can obtain it 
now in any part of the United States by pay- 
ing ts rental value to the owner, and it is 
inconceivable what advantages they expect 
trom making payment to the State office 
holders instead of to a private owner. A 
miluon farmers, largely Southern blacks, are 
now practicing Georgeism in the United 
States. They work lands leased to them at 
the rental yalue, and so far as they are con- 
cerned itis wholly immaterial whether they 
contract on such terms with an individual 
owner or with officeholders. The real ques- 
tion is, whether all farm lands in the United 
States should be placed in the condition of 
the rented tracts now annually “cropped” 
by tenants. 

The case of forest lands will afford a good 
illustration of what might be expected under 
George’s system. Obtaining possession of 
good timbered land by paying a year’s rent, 
the tenant could have no other motive than 
to strip it by the expiration of the twelve 
months and throw it back on the hands of 
the Government with nothing but the stumps 
left. There could be no inducement for any 
one to plant or cultivate an acre of timber.

What is here styled the “speculative 
value” is in fact the value arising from the 
pride and sentiment of ownership and meas- 
ured largely by the improvements and en- 
richments made by a freehold owner. Such 
a farmer is not content to have the value of 
his property fixed in accordance with the 
rent it would bear in the hands of a ,‘‘crop- 
per.” He seeks to give it enhanced worth 80 
that if need be he can sell it for an advance 
on the cost; or, if he remain on his farm for 
life, can transmit it to his children greatly 
increased in productiveness and selling value. 
Instead of being a “disturbing element,” 
the fact that land has a good selling value 
and that this may be enhanced by and 
labor constitutes the most powerful incent- 
ive to enrichment and improvement of 
the agricultural resources of the country. A 
better scheme to promote poverty and beg- 
gary could not be devised than to take away 
the incentives and opportunities of individ- 
ual ownership and make all farmers enforced 
tenants paying annually the rental value of 
their lande. To hold that tne selling value 
of lands is a source of evil and hardship in- 
stead of being a prime factor in the progress 
and prosperity of the country displays a de- 
gree of intellectual strabismus and stolid 
ignorance well calculated to excite sympathy 
and surprise. 


HOW TO PREVENT CROSSING ACCIDENTS. 
Mayor Roche, in discussing the best means 
of preventing railroad accidents at street- 
crossings, said Thursday that he does not 
believe “in forcing the railroad companies 
te restrict the speed of trains to eight or ten 
miles an hour’ within the city limits. He 
asserts: : 

„It us not practical to run passenger-trains 
“ at such a siow rate. The public demands 
“faster time in coming in from suburban 
“towns. They run their trains at thirty 
% miles an hour in Boston, and even faster in 
„New Yorx City. But there they have walls 
“ and gates.“ 

This may be true, but yet Chicago can 
make ample provision against frequent fatal 
accidents of railroad crossingsif a proper 
effortis made. And it will not be necessary 
to force the railroad companies to run their 
trains eight or ten miles an hour for that pur- 
pose, though there can be no doubt about the 
power and ability to do even that in the case 
of most of the lines. The ordinances under 
which they secured the right of way into the 
city fix the maximum speed of nearly all 
the roads at from ten to fifteen miles an hour. 
A greater rate of speed is allowed to the 
Pennsylvania and the Western Indiana Roads 
under tne recent ordinance. But this greater 
rate was permitted on condition that those 
companies should fence their tracks in with 
a high brick or stone wall; should build 
guard-gates at every crossing; and construct 
viaducts at all the leading thoroughfares. 

Now ali the other roads can be compelled 
to dd what the Pennsylvania Company volun- 
teered to do. Judge Tuley, when he was 
Corporation Counsel, maintained that under 
the common law the railroads are compelled 
to prevent injury to persons and property at 
crossings, even if they have to go to the ex- 
pense of putting up viaducts on all the cross 
streets, It was in accordance with this prin- 
ciple that the railroad companies were first 
compelled to pay for the cost of that portion 
of the viaducts spanning their tracks during 
the Municipal Administration of 1872.73. The 
principle has received wider but perfectly 
legitimate application since in various ordi- 
nances passed by the City Council, and last 
winter it was incorporated inan act of the 
Legislature amending Art. V. of “The 
Cities and Villages act.“ 

By this amendment City Councils are em- 
powered : 

To require gailroad companies to fence their 
respective roads or any A rag ns of the same and 
to construct cattle guards, crossings of streets 
and public and keep the same in repair 
within the limits of the corporation: also, to 
—— railroad companies to keep flagmen at 
railroad crossings and provide protection against 
injury to person and property in the use of such 
railreads, To compel such roads to se or 


lower their tracks to conform to any grade which 
may at any time be established, etc., eto. x 


In accordance with the provision for pro- 
tection against injury to persons and prop- 
erty in the use of such railroads,” it appears 
that the Council may, at its very firat meet- 
ing, pass an ordinance directing the railroad 
companies to fence their tracks within 
reasonable” time, to erect guard gates at 
every street crossing, and viaducts where 
deemed necessary. It is imperative that 
something shall be done. The sacrifice of 
human life through the carelesness of raii- 
road officials is simply appalling. There 
were nearly three times as many people 
killed in Chicago last year at the crossings 
as there were killed in the recent terrible 
accident at Chatsworth. 

Mayor Roche cannot do better than send a 
recommendation to the Council on this sub- 
ject at its next meeting. If the railroad com- 
panies will not consent to do as the Council 
shall decree, then they should be compelled 
torun their trains in accordance with the 
terms of the admitting ord nance.

It is evident that commercial union has 
come to stay in Canada, and, as Prof. Gold- 
win Smith says. the vast majority of its 
people are in favor of it. There is no oppo- 
sition to it except on the part of a little hana- 
ful of Tories who are atraid of the spectre of 
political union and of the manufacturing in- 
terests which cluster about Toronto. Mean- 
while the Canadian sentiment should be met 
a good half way on this side and on the lines 
of the bill which the Hon. Ben Butterworth 
of Cincinnati will introduce at the next ses- 
sion of Congress, wiping out absolutely every 
trace of a custom house and picket line be- 
tween the United States and Canada, so that 
the course of trade and commerce shall be 
just as free between the two countries as it 
is now between Ohio and Indiana. 

Six years of such unrestricted intercourse 
would double the present commerce between 
tne two countries and settle enduringly all 
such questions as the fisheries. 


OIL AS FUEL FOR STEAM. 

There is a very general discussion just at 
present of the economy and practicability of 
substituting oil for coal as a fuel, especially 
in locomotives. In Russia, one road at least, 
the Griazi-Tsaritzin, uses nothing but petro- 
leum in its locomotive furnaces, for the good 
reason that the oil res. duum is cheaper than 
coal. The New York Times gives the follow- 
ing figures: 

The average consumption of coal per verst in 
1882 was 58 pounds. Three years later, when no 
coal was used, the same work wae done by 82.68 

unds of oil residuum. The cost of the coal was 

.67 copecks; that of the equivalent quantity of 
oil was 17.44 copecks. In other words, there was 
saved in weight by using oil 43.68 per cent, and in 
cost of fuel 43.13 per cent. When the returns are 
ave for the year. it appears that 56.3 pounds 
of oil were equal to 100 pounds of coal, and that 
the cost of moving 1,000 car-axles per verst was 
reduced 46 per cent by the cha But coal was 
about 86.70 per ton, while residuum was 
cheap. In fact, its cost in that region depends 
almost entirely upon the cost of transportation. 
At Baku, the place of production, the residuum 
is almost given away. Wu coal at high prices 
it is not surprising that steamers on the Caspian 
and the Volga, and railroads in the region imme- 
diately west of the Caspian, use a better fuel that 
can be had at trifling cost. 


The question of the use of liquid fuel in 
this country rests tirst upon its economy and 
ultimately upon the supply. There can be no 
doubt of ite great advantages over coal. It 
makes no cinders or smoke, and in this re- 
spect would be a blessing to those living in 
the vicinity of railroads, whose lives are 
made a burden and whose property is seri- 

ously damaged by the unnecessary filth, soot, 
and discoloration belched upon it by passing 
engines. It would produce a more even tem- 
perature than coal. It would save firemen 
hard labor and be a blessing to humanity, 
besides being a great advantage in the mat- 
ter of non-interference with draft, inasmuch 
as their work would be confined w the mere 
turning of a wheel or spigot, instead of open- 
ing furnace doors to shovel in coal by install- 
ments. It is. more economical to handle 
and easier to transport, though it is 
an open question whether in case of 
accident it would not add to the horrors of 
the disaster, The principal question, how- 
ever, is one of cost andsupply. The Railroad 
Gaazetie claims that at present quotations, 
which are very low, coal is cheaper than oil. 
In the matter of supply, the Pennsylvania 
Road, upon which oil fuel experiments have 
been made, burns 8,000 tons of coal a day, or 
the equivalent for a year of 9,000,000 barrels 
of oil, which is one-third of the annual prod- 
uct of the whole country. It does not need 
much figuring to demonstrate, therefore, that 
oil cannot be generally used. Even if it could, 
how long would it be before the thousands of 
locomotives and steam engines using it would 
put up the price of oil to a figure where it 
could no longer be profitable? Itis not pos- 
sible for it to come into universal use, be- 
cause there is not enough of it, It may be 
used as a luxury here and there, but the 
main dependence of locomotives must still be 
coal, at least until oil can be found in corre- 
sponding or greater abundance and can be 
produced and sold cheaper than the solid 
fuel 5 


Wuew the failure of “Napoleon” Ives, 
which caused a wild outburst of applause on 
the New York Stock Exchange, was an- 
nounced the public was assured that the 
assets largely exceeded the liabilities, and 
chat the head of the concern would have at 
least $100,000 left and his partners propor- 
tionate sums; but now, after a lapse of less 
than a month, the announcement is that the 
liabilities aggregate $17,666,175 and the assets 
foot up $11,122,016, leaving a deficit of 86,544, 
158. This is the old, old story over again. 
An irresponsible tramp walks into Wall 
street, opens an office, and goes to handling 
other peopie’s money and securities right and 
left, his own capita] consisting of adamantine 
cheek and a propensity to take risk on a 
large scale. Doing business on that basis 
he soon gets the chance to clutch nearly 
twenty millions of money belonging to others. 
Just what he has done with it all no one 
will ever know. Some of it has been lost in 
bad investments and some in the indulgence 
of wildly extravagant habits. A further 
shrinkage is to be expected, and by the time 
it comes to the unsecured creditors the ac- 
tual assets will be down to the vanishing 
point. It is not te be presumed, however. 
that Wall street or the general public will 
learn anything from this lesson of experi- 
ence. Human nature is not built that way. 
Not only the “lambs” but the whole flock 
will press up to the shearing floor at the earli- 
est opportunity. auietly waiting to be fleeced.

Tue London Times asks whether it is too 
much to expect that the American Senate 
should in some way signify beforehand its 
Willingness to be bound by the decisions of 
the Fisheries Commission. It is not only too 
much to expect it, but it requires the cheek 
of a Government mule to make the sugges- 


Yet the coming November is an opportune 
time to submit the question of annexation to 
the people of the city and the surrounding 
towns. There will be no other issues of im- 


ings; the voters can cast their ballots on the 
question intelligently. There is yet time 
enough for the people of Knglewood to act on 
this matter. Only 100 names are required 
for the petition. These can be obtained in a 
few hours. But no time should be lost in 
submitting the petition to the County Board 
if the people of the southern suburb 
are in earnest on this subject. After 
presentation the petitions have to be referred 
to a committee, then reported back. This 
usually takes two weeks, Then thirty days’ 
notice of election is required. And it must 
be remembered that only seven weeks remain 
between next Tuesday and election-day. To 
provide against mistakes the petition should 
be presented at latest Monday week. It will 
be a mistake to wait until the spring elec- 
tion, when all the petty politicians will be 
out in full force and numerous local issues 
will cause confusion. 

There has been some talk of bringing tne 
whole Town of Lake into the city. This is 
neither feasible nor desirable at present. 
That portion of the town west of Western 
avenue is not ripe for annexation. It is little 
better than a prairie. The portion that 
would be taken in now is that nortn of 
Seventy-fifth street and east of Western 
avenue. Indeed, for that matter, the west- 
ern boundary line might be drawn at 
Ashland avenue. But it will probably be 
thought best to go further west. An- 
nexation. is almost a necessity for the 
thickly-settled and manufacturing portions 
of the southern suburb. Ex-Supervisor 
Muirhead, speaking on this subject the other 
day, said: “ The rapid growth of the popula- 
„tion renders extension of the water supply 
necessary, but the town has no money to 
do it with. It nas already reached the lim- 
“its of taxation and cannot issue bonds. 
“ There is no solution for the water and 
% drainage problem except annexation. It is 
“ inevitable.” The best thing the Engle- 
wood people can do under the circumstances 
is to get up a brief petition bearing three or 
four hundred names and submit it to the 
County Board for action Monday week. 
There will be time for discussion and agita- 
tion before ths vote on the question is taken. 


InsvUsTics has probably been done to Coun- 
ty-Attorney Bliss in representing him as 
having raised frivolous technical objections 
to the Lake View petition for annexation. 
Mr. Bliss is reported to have said that “if 
the present annexation scheme goes through 
there will be a clash and each city [Chicago 
and Lake View] will lay claim to the dis- 
trict.” This is absurd. The district seeking 
annexation is in Lake View. It asks, in the 
language of the petition, to become a part of 
the Town of Nortn Chicago. In thus asking it 
also proclaims ita wish to become part of the 
City of Chicago. The statute provides that: 


When said town to which such territory is an- 


nexed is wholly within the limits of an incor- 
porated city, the limits of said city shall there- 
upon be extended to include the territory an- 
nexed to such town. 


This makes it clear that the territory of 
Lake View seeking annexation to North Chi- 
cago is to be annexed to the city if the vote 
is favorable in November. It is probable that 
those who take the view that part of ‘North 
Chicago could be dnnexed to Lake View had 
the following proviso of the Winston law in 
their mind; l 

Wen one of such towns is wholly within 
the limits of an incorporated city the limits 
of that city shall extend so as to include both 
or all of such towns.” 

But this proviso only applies when two or 
more whole towns are united. It has not the 
remotest bearing on the present Lake View 
annexation scheme. Besides, North Chicago 
does not seek to join Lake View, and has not 
petitioned therefor. The objection attributed 
to Mr. Bliss is ridiculous, but it was evident- 
ly based on a misreading of the Winston act. 


MoMaster’s Injustice to a Great Man. 

Prof. McMaster in his article on The Fram- 
ers of the Constitution.“ published in the Septem- 
ber Century, has for the sake of an dhtithesis 
cast an unwarrantadle aspersion upon the memory 
of one of the most distinguished members of the 
convention, James Wilson. In a passage which 
sounds like a leaf out of Macaulay, of whom 
McMaster 1s an avowed imitator, he describes 
tne future fortunes of some of the members of 
the convention, and how they achieved great 
eminence, and ends the paragraph by saying: 

Others less fo'tungte closed their careers in 
— 1 By in shame. Hamilton went dowu be- 
fore pistol of Aaron Burr; Robert Morris, 
after ia enna a debtor's prison, died in 

verty; Jam ilson died a broken-hearted 
ugitive from justice; Edmund Randoiph left 
the Cabinet of Washington in ; William 
Blount was driven from the Senate of the United 
States. 

Now, the statement concérning Judge Wilson 
implies that he was)guilty of crime, that he fied 
in consequence of it, and finally died of a 
broken heart, Had such been the exact truth no 
stronger language could have been used to 
describe it, but such was far from being the 
truth. Wilson was one of the most able men 
among the founders of the Republic. A Scotch- 
man by birth and a lawyer by profession, he 
made Pennsylvania his home in youth, and 
espoused the patriot cause from the beginning. 
He was & member of the Continental Congress, 
a signer of the Declaration, an active member of 
the Constitutional Convention, and his great 
argument in the Pennsylvania Convention on 
the ratification of the Constitution is one of the 
memorable specimens of American eloquence. 
Jn appreciation of his great services Washing- 
ton appointed him one of the first of the Asso- 
ciate Justices of the Supreme Court, and he 
served as 8 


nearly every statute-book in the land proves 
what modern sentiment is on that 
subject. 

The biogrdphies of Judge Wilson are silent on 
these matters, and give but few details of his 


closing years, but in the correspondence ot Judge

Loxponx, Sept, 8—The letter containing 
the invitation to Mr. Gladstone to attend the 
centennial celebration of the adoption 
of the American Constitution m Phil- 
adelphia was dated June 24, and was 
signed by Messrs. Kasson, Little, Car- 
son, and Cochrane for the committee. 
Mr. Gladstone was invited as a guest of the 
committee, and he was informea by the 
gentleman who conveyed to him the invi- 
tation that it was the only one sent 
to any person not an American citizen or an 


accredited aiplomat, the exception in his 
case being intended as an express recogni- 
tion of the historical ties which bound Great 
Britain and America before the Declaration 
of Independence. He was aleo assured that 
he would be allowed to make whatever ar- 
rangements he pleased and would be enter- 
tained in America as no man has been since 
the visit of Gen. Lafayette. Mr. Gladstone 
made reply to the letter July 20 and assured 
the committee of the great honor he felt in 
receiving an invitation to the celebration of 
the centenary of the American Constitution. 


His letter concludes: 

The attractions of the invitation are enhanced 
to me by the circumstances that I have always 
regarded that Constitution as the most remarka- 
bie work known to the modern times to have 
been produced by human intellect at a single 
stroke, so to speak, in its application to political 
affairs. The invitation is accompanied by eve 
accessory that even American hospitality coul 
devise.

Anton Saverne Can Light His Lamp and His 
Pipe by Snapping His Fingers. 
Philadelphia News: Anton Saverne, a Bel- 
gian cabinetmaker, employed at a Kensington

EVANGELICAL LUIHERAN CHURCH. 


Meeting of the General Council in Green- 
ville, Pa. 

GREENVILLE, Pa., Sept. 8.—The General Coun- 
cil of the Evangelical Lutheran Church in the 
United States and Canada met here today. Rep- 
resentatives are either here or on their way from 
every synod of that part of the church known 
as the General Council of Lutherans, except the 
Michigan Synod, which has not yet been heard 
from. This is the supreme body of this branch 
of the church in America. It. represents 
nine synods, with two in advisory rela- 
tions, 993 ministers, 1.8% congregations, 
and 258.400 communicant members. This 
council is also in more or less intimate com- 
munication with all the branches of the Luther- 
an Church in America, which ranks fourth in 
numbers of all Protestant denominations. The 
general council was organized just twenty years 
ago. It supports about half of the twenty-six 
Lutheran colleges in the United States, and four 
theological seminaries. It embraces five lan- 
guages, English. German, Norwegian, Swedish, 
and Danish. The home-mission work extends 
from Nova Scotia to Texas, and from the Atlan- 
tic to the Pacific. Its foreign-mission work is 
mostly in India. The deliberations of this body 
will of interest to about 5.000.000 of people in 
the United States and British America.

m. The most of the session was occupied with 
examining credentials of delegates. The elec- 
tion resulted as follows: President, the Rev.

All the members were of the opinion that some- 
thing had to be done promptly to stop the exist- 
ing demoralization in export rates if inland rates 
were to be prevented from going to ruin also, but 
there was so much difference of opinion as 
to the action necessary to secure the 
maintenance of uniform export rates that noth- 
ing could be done except to make the above rec- 
ommendation for a joint conference with the 
trunk lines. The managers of the Vanderbilt 
roads, it is stated, took the ground that ‘Uniform 
export rates could not be maintained by the 
various lines or the existing troubles adjusted so 
long as Philadelphia. Baltimore, and Montreal 
were alluwed differential rates. They did notcare 
so much for the differential on inland rates to the 
above points, but on freight going to Europe 
they claimed the rates ought to be the same via 
all seaboard points. They suggested that all 
roads should quote the same rates to Liverpool 
and other European points, without regard to the 
inland rates to seaboard points or the ocean 
rates, no matter by which route the freight went. 
The fluctuations in ocean rates they said ought 
not to influence the through rates to Europe, 
and the railroads should absorb the ocean rate, 
whatever it might be, from time to time at a cer- 
tain stipula figure. The representatives of 
the Pennsylvania were strongly op to the 
above proposition. They claimed to be justly en- 
titled to differential via Philadelphia or Bal- 
timore. and did not think that uniform through 
rates to Europe could de made. They claimed 
that if they acceded to the demand for the abro- 
tion of the differential rate via Philadelphia or 

altimore it would be only a question of time 
when the abrogation of differential rates on in- 
t to Philadelphia or Baltimore would 
also be demand 

The Vanderbilt people appear to be determined 
that differential rates on export traffic shall be 
abolished, while the Pennsylvania and Baltimore 
& Ohio people seem to equally determined 
that differential rates via Philgdelphia and Bal- 
timore shall continue in force. There is no 
prospect that either side will recede from its po- 
sition, and consequently there is but little chance 
of an early advance in export rates. On the con- 
trary. the prevailing opinion is that export rates 
will become more demo than they now 
are, and that before long inland rates will also 
go to pieces. It will be impossible to keep up 
such low rates on export traffic for any great 
length of time without affecting more or less the 
inland rates. , 

The Committee on Mile Tickets also sub- 
mitted a report which set forth its inability to 
agree, and a recommendation for the appoint- 
ment of a special committee to further consider 
the matter and submit a report as to the rate of 
mileage tickets and the pro reduction in

Regulating Eastern Passenger Affairs.
